By stipulation the sale of the Kansas di- 
vision was set for Dec. 15, but the main line 
will be sold next Monday at Omaha as here-

Reorganizers Raise Their Bid. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley's action in directing a 
postporfiement of the foreclosure sale of the 
Union Pacific road has resulted in an entire 
change of front on the part of the Reorgani- 
zation committee, and the result will be that 
the sale of Nov. 2 will probably come off, be- 
cause the government will be paid in full 
and thus lose its standing as a creditor and 


party in interest. 


The Reorganization committee has raised 
its bid $8,000,000 in round numbers, thus 
agreeing to 4115 out the government lien 
-entirely. This is the result of extensive 
telegraphing last night between Attorney 
General MeKenna and the reorganization 
managers in New York. 

As soon as the assurance of the increased 
bid had been received Attorney General Me- 
Kenna, with the consent of the President,

Increase of Values. 


All last winter a determined effort was 
made by Huntington and his allies to induce 
Congress to refund the entire debt and take 
new bonds in payment. This was defeated 
in Congress. President Cleveland therefore 
directed Attorney General Harmon to join 
in foreclosure proceedings, the Reorganiza- 
tion committee having agreed to submit a 
minimum bid of $45,000,000 for the govern- 
ment Hen. Subsequent negotiations raised 
this to $45,754,059, to cover modifications in 
the sinking fund, which was one of the 
assets of the road. The syndicate deposited 
a check of $4,500,000 to guarantee the bid.

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UNCLE SAM HAS THE BOK TWAS TR 


HOUSEWRECKER HARRIS AFTER 
OLD POSTOFFICE MEMORIALS, 


He Says the Copper Case and Its Con- 
tents Were an Integral Portion of 
the Ruin and Belong to Him— 
Looked ia Vain Under the Corner- 
Stone and Will Now Seek a Writ of 
Replevin—What Disner and Delos 
P. Phelps Say. 


Secure in the vaults of the United States 
Treasury department is an innocent looking 
copper box which is just now a bone of con- 
tention between Uncle Sam’s officials and 
the Chicago House Wrecking company. For 
nearly a quarter of a century the copper box 
rested peacefully in a cavity in the corner- 
stone of the old Postoffice Building, and now 
the wrecking concern declares. the govern- 
ment wrongfully puricined the box from its 
resting place after the company had bought 
it with the old structure. 

When figuring with the government offi- 
clals for the purchase of the old edifice the 
wrecking people say they looked up the 
records of the building and discovered, 
among other things, that in the center of the 
corner stone was a copper box two feet 
square and one foot and one-half in depth, 
which contained numerous ‘old documents 
and relics of great value, and almost enough 
coin, government bonds, and Treasury notes 
to pay the price bid for the building. A bid 
of $15,580 was sent to Washington and was 
accepted. 


n Harris Watches Closely. 

The work of dismantling the ruin began, 
and as the stones were removed Abraham 
Harris of the wrecking company kept a 
zealous lookout for the copper box. When 
at length only a twelve-ton block éovered the 
corner stone Harris prepared to take the box 
from its resting place. Several friends were 
present with him. With maps in his hand 
to. show the location of the box Harris 
waited until the derrick swung the covering 
to one side and then sprang forward to lift 
out the copper coffin. The sight that met 
his eyes caused him to stop breathing for a 
minute. When he recovered he exclaimed: 
Ave been robbed. It’s gone.“ In the 
cavity were numerous chips of stone anda 
hard surface of cement which told a silent 
story. The box had been removed and the 
chips and cement put into its place. 


Writ of Replevin Next. 


All this occurred nearly a year ago, but 
since that time Harris has made a steady 
search for the box and its contents. Re- 
cently he learned that it had been secretly 
removed by the government a few days 
after his company had bought the building. 
Just now he is trying to find out where 
Uncle Sam is keeping the box. This infor- 
mation he declares will be imparted to a 
Deputy Sheriff and a writ of replevin will 
be served on its custodian. 

Harris says the contents of the box are 
of great value, and declares that it right- 
fully belongs to him. 


List of the Contents. 

From a copy of THE TRIBUNE of June 25, 
1874, the daté of the laying of the corner- 
stone, is taken the following list of the con- 
tents of the box:

Valuable as Relics. 


A great historical value is attached to 
many of the documents by Mr. Harris. The 
coins in the box would aggregate a value of 
perhaps $300, while the treasury notes and 
bonds, being unsigned, are valuable only as 
relics. f 

Mr. Harris has corresponded with the 
Treasury department at Washington re- 
garding the box, and thé officials there de- 
cline to say where it is kept, “laiming it was 
taken out before the building was sold. 
Harris, however, disputes this claim and 
comes forward with the story of the stone- 
cutter who removed the box. This man, P. 
H. Hackett, lives at 5540 Parnell avenue, und 


he says that he was employed by the then, 


custodian of the structure, George Diener, 
to take out the box several days after the 
building had been sold to Harris’ concern 
and that the work was done with the utmost 
secrecy to prevent Harris from learning of 
its removal. 

Hackett says that Diener employed him on 
June 15, two days after the sale to the 
wrecking company. He says that he agreed 
to remove the box for $50 und started to 
work on that date. Hackett worked in the 
basement and Diener had an office above. 
Hackett declares that accord.ng tc the code 
of signals the custodian was to rap on the 
floor as a signal to him that Harris’ men 
were near. He was then to stop work until 
more raps announced that the coast was 
clear. 

What the Ex-Custodian Says. 

„We removed that box secretly on the 
orders of the Treasury department,” ex- 
Custodian Diener said when asked about the 
disappearance of the box. You see it was 
just like this. We didn’t want to let any one 
know that he were removing the box because 
the newspapers might say we were under- 
mining the building. I am sure that it was 
taken out a day or so before Harris got the 


dullding.“ 
Phelps Laughs at It. 
subtreasurer Delos P. Phelps laughed. 
when told of the anger of Mr. Harris in 
connection with the missing copper box. 

„ Mr. Harris’ claims are all bosh,”’ said 
Mr. Phelps. “I guess his experience is like 
that of the Irishman and the flea. When 
he thought he had it the flea was not there. 
It is my understanding the box is in the 
Subtreasury, but I have never seen it. If it 
is not there it is in some safe place where 
Mr. Harris will have his own trouble in

SLAIN BY HIS LIPTLE 804 


WILLIS I. NORMAN KILLED WITH AN 
“UNLOADED” REVOLVER. 


Walter, Aged Six Years, Playing with a 
' Broken Gun at 3542 Princeton Ave- 
nue, Pulls the Trigger—His Father 
Receives the Discharge in the Chest 
and Drops Dead — Tragedy Wit- 
nessed by Other Juvenile Members 
of the Family—Police Release Lad. 


Willis I. Norman, aged 49, was shot acci- 
dentally and instantly killed by his 6-year- 
old son Walter in the family residence, 3542 
Princeton avenue, at 8 o'clock last night. 

The shooting was the result of allowing 
the child to play with a revolver, which 
was supposed to be unloaded and broken so 
that it could not be used. The shooting was 
witnessed by three other children of the 
dead man— Alice, 14 years old; Clarence, 12 
years old; and Johnnie, 4 years old. 

Mr. Norman, who had been employed for 
a number of years as a clerk in the general 
offices of the Lake Shore road, returned from

NAVAL WORK PUSHED HARD.

Madrid, Oct. 26.—[{Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—A translation of the Spanish 
answer to the American note which was 
handed to Minister Woodford yesterday was 
completed this morning, and this afternoon 
a synopsis of 3,000 words was telegraphed 
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OFF WITH THE OLD STARS AND ON WITH THE NEW. 


“Tt was no landslide,” said Dr. Depew after 
he and his experts had examined the loco- 
motive,“ but the dtrect result of an explosion 
of dynamite, placed on the track solely to 
send a train to destruction and its inmates 
to sudden death.“ Mr. Depew gives this as 
a positive assertion, which can be backed 


by evidence. 
Positive Information. 


“Tt is very singular.“ Mr. Depew said, 
“ but I am informed by one of our detectives 


that Chief Humphreys has 


positive information tending to make good 
my assertion, backed by the physical evi- 
dence that this break was made by dyna- 
mite. He is working hard on the information 
given, and I am assured he is on the road to 
information which will throw a great deal 
of light on the subject. The road has been 
blown up. That is a certainty, and our de- 
tectives have definite and positive clews to 
work on.“ 

President Depew reached the scene of the 
accident at 5 p. m., accompanied by State 
Railroad Commissioner Ashley W. Cole. Mr. 
Depew had with him an expert engineer to 
report on the condition of the locomotive 
when it should be raised. Af ter a cofiference 
with Division Superintendent McCoy, Pres- 


ident Depew said: 
Certain Dynamite Was Used. 


„% We know that the roadbed here was solid 
as rock. The constant poundings of the 
trains bring about this hardness. When 
the break was examined immediately after 
the accident it was found that the part 
which fell into the river was separated from 
the main bed, so as to leave a perpendicular 
wall. The cleavage was straight down. 

„We have concluded that this separation 
could have been effected in only one way, 
and that was by driving a stick of dynamite 
into the earth and exploding it after the 
passage of the preceding train. Dynamite 
would do it just as this was done, and we 
are going to start an investigation on this 


line at once. 8 
Was Not a Landslide. 


„If there had been a landslide, according 
to the popular idea, continued Mr. Depew, 
“the main bed would have shown an in- 
cline, and, as the foundation remained solid, 
it does not appear possible that the ground, 
wall, and all gave way.“ 

When the engine was above the surface, 
the engineer brought by President Depew, 
an expert from the Ellis locomotive works 
of Schnectady, began his examination. He 
came ashore in half an hour and told Mr. 
Depew he had found the throttle closed 
tight, indicating that the engineer had seen 
dahger ahead and had shut off the steam. 
The reversing lever was at what is known as 
‘running notch,” and this showed that the 
engine had taken its piunge before the en- 
gineer could lift his hand from the throttle 
to the reversing lever. If the track was 
dynamited and robbery was the motive the 
robbers were sadly disappointed, for both 
the express safes were found and all the 
contents, including $300,000 in specie and 
$50,000 in bonds, were unharmed. 


Raising of Express Car. 


Another interesting event of the day was 
the raising of the express car, from which 
it was alleged that a large sum of money 
had been lost by the dropping to the river 
bottom of a small safe. General Superin- 
tendent Van Valkenburg of the American 
Express company was present. When the 
car came to the surface it was seen that it 
was the most badly damaged of any that 
had yet been taken out. As soon as possible 
the car was searched by inventory, and then 
Van Valkenburg gave out this statement: 

„None of the valuables in the car was 
lost. The big dynamite proof safe was 
intact and fastened to the wall in its proper 
place. The small safe, which it was thought 
might have dropped out of the broken car, 
we found in a corner, and the only thing 
of value known to be missing is a small 


package of jewelry.“ | 
Condition of the Engine. 
The engine was dragged out of the river

Clarence Finds the Revolver. 
While searching through a bookcase Clar- 
ence found a revolver, the property of his 
eldest brather. He tried to snap the trig- 
ger, but it refused to work. His brother 


lter was teasing forthe weapon and final 


ly appealed to his father. 

Mr. Norman took the revolver from Clar- 
ence and examined it. Convinced that it 
was not loaded and that the hammer could 
not be raised, he handed it to his 6-year-old 
son, saying: 

It's broken, anyway, and he won't do 


any harm with it.“ 


The boy eagerly grasped the revolver and 
Mr. Norman resumed his reading. The lad 
did not stir from his father’s side, but hold- 
ing the weapon in both hands tried to pull 
the trigger. Suddenly there was a flash and 
a deafening report. 

Norman arose from his chair, staggered 
a dozen feet, and fell to the floor with a 
bullet in his right breast. 

Alice and Clarence ran screaming from 
the house, but the two younger boys, not 
realizing what had happened, remained be- 
hind. Walter laid the revolver on the table 
and then walked to the side of his father, 
who was gasping for breath. 

The sound of the shot and the screams of 
the children attracted the attentſon of G. E 
McSmith, who lives next door He ran into 
the house. He found the two baby boys 
standing by the side of their father looking 
at him in mute astonishment. - Just as Me- 
Smith entered the room the wounded man 
gasped once and died. ' 

Alexander McTavishgwho occuples the flat 
over the Normans, soon joined McSmith, and 
together they questioned little Walter as to 
the shooting. 

J did it,“ said the boy, but I couldn't 
help it.“ 

Dr. Hall was called from Thirty-fifth and 
State streets, but he found Norman dead. 

Mrs. Norman was summoned. Little -Val- 
ter was taken to the Thirty-fifth Street Po- 
lice Station, where he was questioned by 
Lieutenant Egan. He did notappreciate the 
extent of his accidental deed or his loss. 
He described the shooting and told of his 
father’s actions after the shot had been 
fired. He was then taken back to his home.

Pushing Naval Work. 

The Minister of Marine declares the iron- 
clad Cristobal Colon will try its twenty- 
eight-centimeter guns in a few days, and 
will be ready immediately for action. The 
Minister telegraphed to Toulon demanding 
the greatest activity in fitting for sea the 
ironclad Pelayo. The frigate Victoria will 
be ready the middle of December. The 
cruisers Alfonso X. and Lepanto will also 
be ready in December. The new destroyers 
Andaz and Pluton will be tried this week. 
The floating dock intended for Havana has 
arrived at Puerto Rico and will be installed 
immediately it arrives at Havana. 

El Imparcial and other papers publish ar- 
ticles insisting upon the necessity to in- 
crease rapidly the Spanish navy, to have 
Spain’s flag respected in America and Asia. 
El Imparcial says five large cruisers can be 
built with the money spent every two 
months in the Cuban war, and that if Spain 
had an imposing navy the United States 
would not dare oppose her. 

The 257 recruits who more or less took 
part in the mutiny at Santander have been 
sent to the Port of Santona, to prevent riot- 
ous spirit from spreading. They are now 
submissive. Most of them come from Na- 
varre and Basque Provinces, where Carlism 
and socialism are dominant. 


Big Deficit Discovered. 

On making a balance in the financial situa- 
tion the government has discovered that 
$12,000,000 are owed on urgent necessities 
of the Cuban and Philippine wars. The 
Cabinet council tomorrow will deal with this 
matter, and perhaps discuss the convenience , 
of a new loan. Stocks continue to fall on ac- 
count of fears of a conflict with the United 
States. 

The government received today long tele- 
grams from De Lome. Their nature has not 
been disclosed, but on receiving them the 
Minister of State called immediately on the 
Minjster of the Colonies. 

The Queen has been illsince Sunday. Her 
indisposition is not serious, but prevents 
her from seeing the Ministers. 

The only grandson of Sagasta is very ill. 
Sagasta is much cast down. The Cab- 
inet council to be held today was postponed 
until tomorrow on this account. All Spain 
sympathizes with the Premier. 

As Officially Announced. 

Madrid, Oct. 26.—[By Associated Press. ]— 
Although the government of Spain will not 
give out the text of its reply to the United 
States on the subject of Cuba it was official- 
ly announced that the reply of the Spanish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Sefior Gullon, 
is on the following lines: It expresses re- 
gret at the fact that the insurrection in 
Cuba “receives support from frequent 
American filibustering expeditions, and 
that otherwise the rebellion in Cuba would 
possibly not exist, It is hoped by the Span- 
ish government that by granting autonomy 
to Cuba and the withdrawing of American 
support of the insurgents the insurrect'on 
will shortly be ended. It is further officially 
announced that the Spanish note is marked 
throughout by an eftiergetic tone.

A pedestrian noticed the smoke pouring’ 
from the upper floors in the clothing factory 
at 3:30 a. m. and turned in an alarm. 

Chief Swenie and Marshal Mushani re- 
sponded with five engines and other «ppa- 
ratus and directed the fight with the flames 
in person. 

It was a difficult blaze to subdue. The 
firemen were handicapped by scarcily of 
water and low steam pressure in the engines.

Spread of the Flames.

Drowning Out the Fire. 


The firemen, urged on by their chief, 
drowned out the incipient conflagration and 
confined the flames to the two upper floors 
of the Otis Building. Here the damage was 
heavy. The flames bit their way through 
the partitions from room to room through- 
out the entire length of the building. Smoke 
poured from the windows facing on State 
street, and tongues of flame sent the window 
glass in showers down on the Madison street 
front of the structure. 

The six companies of firemen ran leads of 
hose to the roof of the building and battled 
with the flames beneath their feet. So hot 
was the roof that the water was turned into 
spray, but the plpemen kept at their posts. 
Others from the top of ladders and stand- 
pipes sent streams of water directly on the 
fire. , 
Find It a Stubborn Fight. 

Despite the volume of water turned on it 
from every side the flames clung tenaciously 
to the rafters and walls. Several times the 
blaze seemed under control, but in a moment 
would break out afresh in some other spot. 
The firemen chopped holes in the roof, 
through which they flooded the floors below. 
All the occupants of the building whose 
offices escaped the flames suffered damage by 
water. ‘The elaborate fixtures in the shoe 
and cigar stores facing Madison street were 
injured thus. 

Fortunate Escape from Suffocation. 

The three men sleeping in the building 
were fortunately. on the second floor and had 
time to escape to the street before the dense 
smoke spread to their rooms. To this they

STORIES ON TWO FRANK PLATTS. 


New York, Oct. 26.—[Special.J]—The New 
York Evening World in its issue of today 
blazes away on its first page at the Cook 
County Democratic Marching club. as fol- 
lows: | 
“INSULT TO LABOR. 

“ MAYOR HARRISON'S ESCORT FROM CHICAGO 
TO BRING A NON-UNION BAND ALONG. , 

„% Word was received yesterday from Chi- 
cago that organized labor in that city was 
unanimously opposed to Carter Harrison 
coming East to speak for Tammany against 
Henry George. One of the labor leaders of 
Chicago has written to the George head- 
quarters, saying: ‘ The Cook County Democ- 
racy has again’ incurred the wrath of or- 
ganized labor in general by employing a non- 
union band to furnish music on its tour to 
New York. The same band has been em- 
ployed several times during the last year, 
and the Chicago Federation of Labor placed 
a perpetual boycott on it. Executive officers 
of the American Federation of Labor and 
the Americar Federation of Musicians have 
taken up the fight and written formal pro- 
tests to the Central Labor union of New 
York City, and when the Cook County 
Democracy arrives there next week with the 
non-union band at its head the union mu- 
sicians in New York will refuse to take part 
in the celebration,’ 

„„ The Tammany leaders must be crazy, 
said James J. Daly of the Tilelayers’ union. 
‘Not satisfied with insulting us by nominat- 
ing Francis M. Scott fora Justice of the Su- 
preme Court in spite of the protests of or- 
ganized labor, Mr. Croker and his henchmen 
send for Mayor Harrison and a non-union 
band of musicians to whoop up matters for 
their candidates.“ 

Satire on the Chicagoans. 

The Evening World also has a big cartoon, 
Father Knickerbocker looking at the Chica- 
go club through a huge magnifying lass. 
The Chicagoans are depicted as wearing 
hayseed clothes and their trousers are 
tucked in their boots, sitting with their feet 
on restaurant tables, eating with their 
knives. The figure of Mayor Harrison car- 
ries a carpet bag labeled, “Carter Har- 
rison: ‘ What I don’t know about Greater 
New York Mayoralty election“ The car- 
toon is marked, Chicago to Teach Us 
Morals and Manners.“ Underneath it ap- 
pears, Carter Harrison with three car- 
loads of toughs and a non-union band comes 
from Chicago Thursday to tell New-Yorkers 
how to vote and behave.” 

All of this has no effect on Tammany. The 
Chicago men will be made welcome by Tam- 
many as an organiation, and nothing will 
be too good for them. 


Croker Hits Back at George. 

Mr. Croker is firing away at Henry George 
now in reply to Mr. George's attacks on 
Tammany. Here is what he says in tonight's 
World respecting the single tax: : 

„Mr. George poses as the champion, of 
labor. Now, let's see about it. What has 
he done for labor? He has talked and writ 
ten about the needs of labor. Has he done 
nything—taken a single practical step to 
relieve its burdens—to grant it relief in any 
way? I do not recall a single instance of 
his having done anything of material worth 
to labor. Compare his record with that 
of the Tammany organization, and you will 
find that Tammany has ever been the cham- 
pion of labor. All of the- measures on the 
statute books of this State intended to 
grant anything to labor were placed there 
by the representatives of the Democratic 
organization. What could Mr. George or 
any one else have done for the benefit of 
labor that Tammany has not done? What 
more can Mr. George or any one else do 
than the Democratic organization has done? 

„As for My. George's attacks, I don't 
suppose anybody takes them very serious- 
ly. His own people resent his personal at- 
tacks, and I suppose he is angry.

Bourke Cockran has come out for Mr. 
Tracy. and will speak for that gentleman 
on Friday night. This is one of the sensa- 
tional features of the campaign. Mr. Cock- 
ran is abso.utely bloodless and without emo- 
tion when it comes to politics. He looks at 
a situation good and hard before he makes 
up his mind as to his actions. Cockran is 
a good deal of a man, and everybody who 
heard his wonderful effort at Chicago the 
night Mr. Cleveland was renominated for 
the Presidency bears testimony to that fact.

WEST AFRICA CRISIS 


Clash of Interests Between 
England and France. 


BOTH ARE MOVING TROOPS 


Dispute Over Territory in the 
Borgu Districts. 


GENERAL FEAR OF TROUBLE. 


Paris, Oct. 26.—The Journal says news has 
reached St. Louis from the Dahomey Hinter- 
land, to the effect that complications are im- 
minent at Nikki and elsewhere in Borgu, 
of which territory Nikki is the capital and 
which, it is claimed in England, belongs to 
Great Britain by virtue of a treay concluded 
with the King of Borgu prior to the treaties 
made with the monarch by representatives 
of France. i 

It is added that on receipt of the news 
referred to M. Lebon, the Minister for the 
Colonies, who is now in Senegambia look- 
ing after French interests, immediately dis- 
patched reinforcements to Dahomey. 

A semi-official statement regarding the 
reported trouble in West Africa was issued 
this evening. It says: 

“The news from West Africa foreshad- 
ows great difficulties in Nikki and in Borgu. 
The Niger company (British) is sending men 
there to incite rebellion and distribute arms 
to the natives. In view of this situation 
French troops have been dispatched to that 
district from Senegal, as a preventive meas- 
ure. Moreover, the British negotiators for 
a settlement of the Niger question have been 
in Paris for over a week and everything 
pofnts to Great Britain seeking to let mat- 
ters drag. Seemingly she does not intend to 
discuss the question, but means will be un- 
doubtedly found to foil these tactics. 

London, Oct. 2€.—Replying to the semi- 
official statement concerning the dangerous 
state of affairs in west Africa issued in Paris 
this evening, the British colonial officials 
declared that there does not seem to be any 
reasonable fear of complications at Nikki, 
provided the French government behaves 
reasonably. 

But it was added at the Colonial Office that 
Great Britain had taken the determination to 
more effectually police her territory and if 
the French persist in trespassing complica- 
tions will naturally ensue. 

Lagos, West Coast cf Africa, Oct. 26.—A 
detachment of the West Indian regiment sta- 
tioned here has started for the frontier of 
the Hinterland. 


CORRUPT RULE IN NICARAGUA. 


Hundreds of Prominent Citizens Im- 
prisoned Because of Govern- 
ment Displeasure. 


Leon, Nicaragua, Oct. 9.—[Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.]—Several hundred 
prominent citizens of the best classes are 
now in prison by order of President Zelaya 
or his officers. Each of these prisoners has 
been heavily fined, or a demand has been 
made upon him to pay a large forced loan 
to Zelaya’s government. More than 100 of 
these citizens are imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary. The charges against them are not be- 
ing in sympathy with Zelaya's government, 
having sided with the revolutionists against 
his government in some way, or having re- 
fused to pay, or declared inability to pay, the 
amount of the forced loan demanded of 
them. 

The prisoners are being tried by military 
courts, usually composed of men of slight 
intelligence, who hear witnesses of less in- 
telligence. In addition, the latter are always 
ready, without any religious or moral scru- 
ples, to make so-called *‘ confessions *’ im- 
plicating the accused. 

A large percentage of the principal stores 
owned by native Nicaraguans here, at Ma- 
nagua, Rivar, Granada, and Chinandoga 
have been closed by President Zelaya’s gov- 
ernment under various pretexts, such as in- 
ability or refusal upon the part of the owners 
of the stores to pay their share of the large 
forced loans demanded by the government, 
or because the store owners are alleged to 
be suspected of having given aid to the revo- 
lutionists, or of having furnished informa- 
tion to the latter. 

Foreign countries are affected by this arbi- 
trary action upon the part of the govern- 
ment, for a very large part of the merchan- 
dise now confiscated in the stores which 
have been closed by the government was 
purchased in the United States or in Europe 
on credit, and is still unpaid for, and is likely 
to remain unpaid for, as the merchants are 
imprisoned and the government has seized 
the merchandise. 

The foreigners residing in Nicaragua are 
speculating as to what has become of the 
enormous sums collected as forced loans 
during the last three years, and they are also 
making inquiries as to what has become of 
the large sums of money collected by the 
monopoly of tobacco and liquors, and by the 
more than double import duties, although 
the latter were previously very high. No 
public improvements of any great impor- 
tance, it is pointed out, have been made, ex- 
cepting twenty-one miles of a narrow-gauge 
light railroad, which is not yet completed, 
and the enemies of the government express 
the opinion that large sums of money have 
been deposited in European banks, in order 
that certain officials, when the upheaval 
occurs, may be able, if they escape from the 
country, to live in Europe in luxury. 


DISASTROUS STORM IN JAPAN. 


Property Is Destroyed in Various Dis- 
tricts and Many Inhabitants 
Are Killed. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 26.—The following 
Oriental advices are by steamer Ol la: 
Sept. 30 a heavy rain-storm spread all over 
Japan and up to the time the steamer 
Olympia left Yokahoma reports were com- 
ing in of terrible havoc done. The govern- 


ment railway was washed away in several 


places between Hodogaya and Kambara. 
A part of the tunnel between Hodogaya and 
Totsuka collapsed and fell on five trucks 
of a train which was passing through at 
the time. Parts of the line between Czio 
and Kodzu and Matsula, Yamakita and 
Oyama and Okitsu and Kambara were sub- 
merged and the railway people are now busy 
repairing damages. 

Many people were killed in the several 
districts. At Musais twenty-two houses 
collapsed. At Akashi twenty houses were 
destroyed and twenty-two badly damaged. 
The Mainichi states that 65,000 houses are 
flooded at Nagoya. 

According to an Official report from Aiychi 
prefecture there are forty-two villages, al- 
together containing 10,000 houses, still sub- 
merged in the Kaito, Kaisai, Nakashima, 
and Haguri districts, while 66,100 peasants 
are at present dependent on the rations of 
food issued by the government. The damage 
to the rice crops is estimated to be not less 
than one and a half million yen. 

The Tokaido railway was blocked by the 
collapse of the Sattatoge tunnel. At Ashi- 
geri, Shimogori, a landslip occurred and 
water gushed out from a hillside and swept 
away eleven houses, besides damaging 
others. At another place, Kajiya-Mura, on 
the Arakawa River, seven houses were de- 
stroyed and the whole district was under 
water. The Fujiki River was in flood and

WAR OF THE TRIBESMEN. | 


INDIA’S UPRISING GATHERS FORCE 
AND BATTLES ARE BEPORTED. 


Insurgents Gain Confidence and Their 
Numbers Are Rapidly Swelling— 
They Do Not Hesitate to Attack the 
British Troops—Haréd Fighting Is in 
Store—Loss of Life Among the Gov- 
ernment Troops — Large Force at 
Sempagha Pass. 


Simla, Oct. 26.—Official advices received 
here today from Kharappa announce that 
a large foraging party of British troops 
yesterday captured the Village of Rimad- 
ban and secured a quantity of supplies. On 
retiring the troops were hotly followed by 
the enemy to within a mile of the British 
camp. On the British side nine men, includ- 
ing Colonel Hadowa, were wounded, ; 

The confidence of insurgent tribesmen is 
increasing and they are offering a deter- 
mined front in all directions. The Britisif 
officers say the tribesmen excel in guefrilla 
warfare and are wonderful skirmishers. The 
enemy is fully supplied with ammunition, 
and large reinforcements are joining the 
insurgent camps. 

A dispatch from Semphagha gives the offi- 
cial list of the killed and wounded at the 
storming of Dargai Ridge as being 196, of 
which number thirty-seven were killed. 

It is estimated that the tribesmen have 
massed 20,000 men at Sempagha Pass, 
where they are busy making rifle pits in the 
Sangars and strengthening their defenses. 
It is generally believed, however, that it will 
be possible to turn the position by either 
flank, and, though hard fighting is possibly 
in store, it is hoped that the pass will be 
carried without great effort. 

Meanwhile it is bad news that the tribes- 
men have begun to operate on the British 
lines of communication. The fear is that, 
finding this the most successful means of 
delaying the British advance, they will de- 
tach still larger bodies to attack the British 
convoys and cut up the escorts. 

This (Tuesday) evening the tribesmen har- 
assed the British camp near Khangabur by 
a constant, well-directed fire for several 
hours. Nearly thirty non-commissioned of- 
ficers and men were slightly wounded. A 
telegraph wire was cut close to the camp. 

A picturesque but unfortunate incident oc- 
curred on the Shinwari side of the Samana 
range. A party of Gurkhas, sent out under 
Lieutenant Millard, had crept close up toa 
large body of the enemy. Just at this mo- 
ment, through some mistake, magnesium 
star shells were fired from the British camp, 
and revealed the whole situation, enabling 
the enemy to escape unhurt.

GOLD STANDARD FOR _ INDIA. 


English Sentiment Favors Its Im* 
mediate Adoption as a Means of 
Settling Agitation. 


London, Oct. 27.—The Times publishes this 
morning a long letter from Henry Dunning 
MacLeod on the adoption of the gold stand- 
ard for India, in the course of which the 
writer says: 

„It was estimated twenty years ago that 
£60,000,000 worth of gold would be re- 
quired at that time to restore the Indian 
currency to a gold basis. More would be 
required now. But it is estimated that at 
least £300,000 in gold is now hoarded 
in India, which will be brought out if the 
Indian mines are kept closed to silver, while 
the ratio of the sovereign to the rupee is, 
adjusted to the present value of the rupee.” 

The Times, commenting upon Mr. Mac- 
Leod’s letter, says: The public is not in 
possession of the facts upon which the In- 
dian government’s decision that it is possi- 
ble to adopt the gold standard is based, but 
if this is within the bounds of possibility it 
ought to be carried into effect. For it would 
relleve business all over the world from 
the disquieting effect of bimetallist agita- 
tion and intrigue.”’ 


PROTEST MADE BY THE TURKS. 


Objection from Constantinople to the 
Trial of Mussulmans in 
Crete. 


Constantinople, Oct. 26.—The Turkish gov- 
ernment has sent a circular to its repre- 
sentatives abroad protesting against the 
trial tomorrow of a number of Mussulmans 
by the judicial commission of the Island of 
Crete, and demanding that the accused be 
sent to Rhodes for trial. The Porte also de- 
mands that 10,000 rifles which were seized on 
board a vessel from Pireus by the inter- 
national authorities of Crete shall be handed 
over to the Ottoman government. 

The Sultan, as a further step in his policy 
of conciliating Bulgaria, is issuing irades 
permitting the junction of the Bulgarian 
Kustendel railroad with the Turkish Salon- 
ika-Uskub railroad line, sanctioning the 
appointment of eight Bulgarian commercial 
agents in Macedonia, and granting amnesty 
to Bulgarian political prisoners. The issu~ 
ing of berats to the Bulgarian Bishops in 
Macedonia, long and earnestly desired by 
Bulgaria, is still withheld by the Sultan. 


Russia's Capacity for War. 

London, Oct. 27.—The Odessa correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail, commenting on the 
immense growth of the Russian navy in re- 
cent years, especially in transport vessels, 
says: “ Russia could quickly pour hundreds 
of thousands of troops and the material of 
war into India by way of the Black Sea and 
the trans-Caucasian and Daghestan rail- 
ways. England would be at an enormous 
disadvantage if involved in a war with Rus- 
sia, while the Russians boast that in the 
event of a crisis the Ameer of Afghanistan 
would be on their side.”’ 


Sarcastic Comments Are Resented. 

Berlin, Oct. 26.—The Tageblatt explains 
today that the refusal of the Czar to re- 
ceive the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess 
of Baden at Darmstadt on Saturday last 
was due to the sarcastic comments made by 
the Grand Duke of Baden upon the conver- 
sion of the Czarina, formerly Princess Alix 
of Hesse, sister of the Grand Duke of Hesse, 
to the Greek Church, previous to her mar- 
riage to the Czar in November, 1894. 


Daly Net Eligible for Mayor. 

Dublin, Oct. 26.—According to a dispatch 
from Limerick, John Daly is no longer 
eligible for election to the mayoralty of that 
city, the revision court having struck his 
name off the list of burgesses for the cur- 
rent year on the ground that he has not 
occupied a residence at Limerick for a year , 
prior to Aug. 31.

Hurricane Still Sweeping 
the Atlantic Coast.

DAMAGE T0 SHIPPING. 


Unknown Steamer Is Stranded 
at Cape Henry. 


WRECK OF AN ITALIAN BARK 


New York, Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—Stories of 
the fury of the last West India hurricane— 
the third to sweep the Atlantic coast within 
six weeks—were brought to port today by a 
belated fleet of vessels. Along the entire 
Atlantic coast, the, storm, raged today with 
destructive violence, wrecking houses, flood- 
ing towns, and driving vessels ashore. The 
Wind has had a velocity of thirty-five to 
fifty miles an hour. 

Atlantic City is still cut off from the main 
land tonight, but a message from the Mayor 
says there is no danger. The property loss 
will be heavy. 

A third of Cape May City, all of South 
Cape May, and all of Poverty Beach are 
under water, At Cape May Point the waves 
this morning took away some of the bluff in 
front of the Harrison cottage and near that 
of John Wanamaker. The three villages on 
Five-Mile Beach—Angel’s Sea, Wildwood, 
and Holly Beach City—could be seen through 
a glass, and the water appeared to be rolling 
right across them. 


Passenger Steamer Stranded. 


A large steamer stranded at 10:20 this 
evening at Cape Henry, Va., immediately 
in front of the Weather bureau office. The 
vessel is well inshore and resting easy. 
There is a very heavy sea running, which 
prevents the life saving crew launching a 
boat. It is thought to be a passenger steam- 
er. The weather is heavy, with a light rain 
and wind, northeast, thirty-six miles. No 
particulars can be obtained till daylight. 

The Italian bark Francesco R., which 
sailed from Philadelphia Oct. 18 for Oporto, 
went to pleces at Fourteen Foot Bank, 
eighty miles below the city. The vessel’s. 
master, Captain Calivano, and eleven of 
the crew of twelve men reached Philadel- 
phia tonight after a day and night of thrill- 
ing experience. The twelfth man of the 
crew, Marion Castellano, seaman, refused 
to leave the ship and in all probability is 
lost. 

At least a dozen craft were driven ashore 
between Rehoboth and the Delaware break- 
water. One of these has sunk and three are 
a total loss. Following is a list of the ves- 
sels known to be ashore at or near the 
breakwater tonight: Schooner Lillie Falk- 
enburg, schooner Anna L. Ponder, schooner 
Sarah J. Vaughn, schooner H. W. Laws, 
schooner Elizabeth S. Lee, unknown schoon- 
er, and a sand dredge. As far as known no 
lives were lost. 

The rescue of the Vaughn’s crew by the 
life-savers was a thrilling performance. The 
crew, consisting of six men, were landed in 
thirty minutes. 


Fatalities at Newport News. 

Four fatalities can be recorded as a result 
of the storm at Newport News, Va. 

It will cost about $40,000 to repair the dam- 
age wrought by the wind and sea at Ocean 
City, Md. Wreckage of hotel porches, bath- 
houses, pavilions, and the flooring of cot- 
tages is scattered about. 

A dispatch from Lewes, Del., says: “ There 
is no let up in the hurricane. A large steam- 
er went ashore off the capes this morning, 
but soon got off and is believed to be in the 
breakwater. It is supposed to be a Clyde 
liner. No lives are reported lost so far, 
although the life saving station a few miles 
from here has rescued a number of crews 
from vessels that have been blown ashore 
and went to pieces.“ 


BLIZZARD IN WESTERN STATES. 


Snow and Wind Impede Travel and Do 
Considerable Damage in Nebras- 
ka and Colorado. 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 26.—A heavy storm of 
wind and. snow has been in progress here 
for twenty-four hours. With the exception 
of the Rock Island, the Kansas Pacific, the 
Colorado Central, and the Julesburg and 
South Park branches of the Gulf road, rail- 
roads leading into Denver have been com- 
pletely blocked all day. Snow plows have 
been brought into active service on all lines, 
but the tracks became covered with snow 
again soon after being cleared. The storm 
was most severe and the greatest trouble 
was experienced by the railroads between 
Denver and Pueblo. 

City Electrician Stern said this afternoon 
that probably 1,000 poles were down in Den- 
ver alone and upward of 4,000 miles of wires. 

General Manager Field of the Colorado 
Telephone company estimated the present 
damage to its system at $20,000. It would be 
greater, he said, but for the fact that in the 
central portion of the city the company had 
recently placed many of its wires under- 
ground. 

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 26.—The warmest month 
of October ever experienced by white nien 
in this region is closing in a blizzard. Rain 
began falling in western Nebraska and 
South Dakota last night, turning to snow 
and continuing all night. Dispatches from 
Valentic are to the effect that heavy snow 
has fallen there, while in the western end of 
the State the railways are having trouble 
in moving trains. Snow has fallen in the 
Black Hills and in central South Dakota. 
Cold rains have put a stop to thrashing. 

Thrashing is impeded throughout the Da- 
kotas and elsewhere in the Northwest. 


MUCH WORSE AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Yellow Fever Cases Reported Numer- 
ously from All Parts of the 
Crescent City. 


„ New Orleans, La., Oct. 26.—Past the halt 
century mark the number of cases had gone 
today by nightfall. The deaths at that time 
had not been so numerous, but they had 
reached five. Cases appear where there has 
never been fever before and the doctors say 
simply that the germs are flying around and 
that cases are not to be restricted by mu- 
nicipal or geographic boundaries.

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“ KNOCKED OUT”: MAY DIE 


“JIMMY” KELLY FELLED IN THE 
PRIZE RING BY “ JACK ” W’FALL. 


Fight Comes Off Before the Blue Bell 
Athletic Club Near Blue Isiand— 
Drainage Canal Favorite Forced to 
the Ropes and Slugged Senseless— 
His Opponent’s Arm Supposed to 
Have Been Brokéen—Principals, See- 
onds, and Spectators Disappear. 


During a fight before the Blue Bell Ath- 
letic club, near Blue Island, early yesterday 
morning Jimmy Kelly, the reputed cham- 
pion of the Drainage canal, was “ knocked 
out and badly injured by Jack McFall 
of this city. The injured man was taken 
away after it was discovered his injuries 
were serious, and the police of Blue Island, 
Harvey, and Chicago have since been keep- 
ing a sharp lookout for some trace of the 
disabled prize fighter, but up to midnight no 
clew to his whereabouts had been discovered. 

Citizens of Blue Island who know of the 
occurrence say Kelly may die, and every ef- 
fort is being made to locate the victor of the 
fight, as well as the promoters of the affair, 
whose names are said to be known to the 
police. 

The Blue Bell Athletic club was recently 
organized for the purpose of giving “ fights" 
at the Clubhouse, a roadhouse in Western 
avenue, about two miles west of Blue Island. 


At the Fight. 


Shortly before midnight on Monday sever- 
dl wagon loads of sports arrived at the 
roadhouse from the towns along the Drain- 
age canal Twenty or more men from Chi- 
cago were awaiting them. Kelly and Mc- 
Fall had been matched before and their 
“fights ’’ had always been exciting. When 
the referee, J. W. Cook of Chicago, called 
them together about 12:30 o’clock there were 
probably 150 spectators present. 

The set-to was tame during the first three 
rounds, but during the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth rounds it waxed warm. McFall’s arm 
was broken, it is said, or at least badly in- 
jured, during the seventh round. The crowd, 
by this time thoroughly aroused, refused to 
allow McFall’s seconds to stop the fight, 
and insisted the men continue. Both men 
were bleeding and both were worn out by 
the flerce work of the previous rounds. 
Referee Cook refused to stop the fight in the 
face of the opposition of the crowd, and the 
eighth round was begun, both men hardly 
able to keep their feet. 


Knocks Kelly Out. 


Though the men fought to their strength’s 
limit the crowd refused to be satisfied, and 
when the ninth round was called was howl- 
ing its displeasure. McFall then began 
pushing the fighting in a vicious manner. 
Kelly was forced to the ropes. Just as time 
was about to be called McFall struck his 
opponent a terrible right-hander on the taw, 
following it up quickly with a left-hand 
swing on the head. Kelly sank to the floor 
unconscious and was counted out. 

No physician was present and only the sec- 
onds were on hand to give the injured men 
attention. It was found impossible to re- 
store Kelly to consciousness. After work- 
ing over him for two hours his seconds 
smuggled him into a carriage and drove 
towards the city. McFall was treated by a 
Blue Island physician, but as far as the 
police know he has not returned to this city. 

No trace can be found of Kelly. Several of 
those who witnessed the fight declare the 
man was seriously injured and the report 
was circulated that he was dead. 

The roadhouse was dark and apparently 
deserted last night.

Such 
a performance would open up a new field in 
the solution of dramatic differences and lead 
to a new source of theatrical amusement.

MICHAEL BRAND PASSES AWAY. 


Brewer and Politician Expires at His 
Home, 32 Cedar Street—Death 
Caused in Part by Grief. 


Michael Brand, founder of the brewing 
company which bears his name, and for 
years identified with the politics and busi- 
ness interests of Cook County, died yes- 
terday merning at his residence, 32 Cedar 
street. Since the death of his wife last 
June he had been ill, partly through grief 
at her loss. 

Michael Brand was born in Odernheim, 
Rheinhessen, Germany, on March 238, 1828. 
He was in France at the time of the revolu- 
tion of 1848, and sympathized with the Re- 
publican party. After the success of his 
party he started a brewery in France, con- 
tinuing in the business until the downfall 
of the party, when he decided to im- 
migrate to the United States. He spent a 
year in Detroit, and then came to Chicago 
to join Valentine Busch in his brewery en- 
terprisé. 

When Mr. Busch died in 1872 Mr. Brand 
retained the Cedar street brewery, operating 
under the name of the Michael Brand Brew- 
ing company. A new brewery, built in 1878 
on Elston avenue, was sold with the inter- 
ests of Mr. Brand to the United States Brew- 
ing company in 1889. After the sale of the 
Elston avenue brewery he retired from 
active business. 

Mr. Brand served in the Illinois General 
Assembly in 1862-63, and in the Chicago 
Council in 1873-’75. Mr. Brand has been a 
member of the Board of Trade since 1882. 
He was a stockholder in the Illinois State 
Industrial Exposition and a director in the 
International Bank of Chicago. He was a 
member of the Iroquois club. 

Mr. Brand in 1859 married the daughter 
of Michael Darnstoetter, the Detroit brewer. 
Three sons survive him—Virgil M. Brand, 
Horace L. Brand, and Arwin W. Brand. 

Funeral services will be held from the 
residence at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon.

$200,000 could have been stolen by rebate 
elerks or any other employés of the city if 
a proper system of bookkeeping were in use. 
The fault lies, not exclusively with previous 
heads of the department, but, partly, at 
least, with the manner in which accounts 
have been kept. Therefore the ordinance 
passed by the Council at the instance of the 
Mayor and Commissioner McGann, good as 
it seems to be, will fail of the desired effect 
if no change is had in the methods of making 
records in the water office. It is true that 
it will take away from employés of the 
office all discretion in allowing rebates. But 
that reform is not drastic enough. There 
should be added some new plan of book- 
keeping which will prevent the records from 
being falsified by dishonest clerks. That 
ought to be easy enough for Mr. McGann, 
with the assistance of so expert an account- 
ant as Controller Waller, to say nothing of 
Mr. Harper. While he is abeut it, the 
Mayor would do good service if he would 
overhaul the bookkeeping methods of the 
entire city government. A lot of stealing 
is still possible in the departments because 
of laxity in the accounting systems em- 
ployed by the city. The water office is 
only one of many places where application 
of the searchlight would be beneficial. 


REVISING THE REVENUE LAW. 

Today a committee, made up of the Mayor 
and of other prominent citizens, will ask 
Governor Tanner to call a special session 
of the Legislature for the purpose of re- 
vising the revenue law so that honest as- 
sessments and fair taxation as between in- 
dividuals may be secured in this county. 

No matter how strong language the com- 
mitteemen may use in describing the present 
inequitable and corrupt state of affairs in 
this county, that language will not be any 
too strong. It is impossible to exaggerate 
the iniquities which are practiced now 
under the law for the assessment of proper- 
ty for purposes of taxation. That law, 
made for rural communities, has broken 
down utterly in this great city. All that 
it is good for is to elect annually Assessors 
who blackmail the wealthier property- 
owners who do not volunteer to bribe 
them. 

The petition which is to be submitted te 
the Governor states that the inequalities of 
the present system of taxation and assess- 
ment are so well known as not to. need 
Then it continues: 


It is also unnecessary to call your attention to 
the fact that experience with a succession of our 
General Assemblies shows the insuperable dif- 
ficulties which have arisen in dealing with the 
subject of revenue leglislation at any of the regu- 
lar sessions of the Legislature. Indeed, many who 
have devoted much thought to the matter believe 
that only at a special session of the General As- 
sembly can opportunity be afforded for the full 
and proper consideration of so important and 


necessary a subject as a revision and reform of our 


revenue statutes. 

This is a repetition of the strong point 
Tue TRIBUNE has made so often, that there 
ean be no revision except at a special ses- 
Then alone can the task of getting 
rid of the present blackmailing, bribing 
method of making valuations be accom- 
plished. 

The Governor need not fear that it will 
be an unending job to get a revenue law 
through at a special session. Much of the 
preliminary work has beendone. The Real 
Estate board bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate last spring and failed in the House 
during the hurry of the last hours pf the 
session, is a measure with which all the 
members are familiar. The Healy bill, 
which has been prepared by the Fresident 
of the County board, differs but slightly 
from the Real Estate board measure. 

One objection which is made to these bills 
is that they are.“ special legislation — that 
they aim at giving this county an asscss- 
ment system different from that of any 
other county in the State. But the differ- 
ence between that county and some of the 
others in the State is like the differenee 
between the lion and the mouse. The latter 
would slip through the meshes of the net 
which binds the former. So these little 
counties can evade the defects of the law, 
while Cook County cannot. 

If a revenue law were to be passed this 
winter the population of Chicago by the 
time it takes effect will be fully 1,850,000, 
The other 101 counties of the State, how- 
ever, have an average population of 27,500 
each. Therefore Chicago has the popula- 
tion of seventy average counties. The 
West Town, with one Assessor, has the 
population of thirty average counties. 

Cook County has a present population of 
2,100,000 and cast 374,135 votes last year. 
Calhoun has a population of 7,652 and cast 
1,957 votes. Hardin has 7,234 people and 
a vote of 1,680, Putnam has 4,750 people 
and cast last year 1,184 votes. Ap assess- 
ment system which will answer in those 
small counties breaks down in Cook. It is 
utterly impracticable. Thereforé this coun- 
ty must have a system which will meet the 
needs of Chicago. 

Therefore the Real Estate board bill or 
the Healy bill is framed to enable the au- 
thorities to assess and collect the taxes 
for a mass of people equal to the popula- 
tion of seventy average counties. How 
can that be called special legislation? 

The assessment made under either of 
those bills will add at least 100 millions 
to the total. That will represent property 
assessed too low or not assessed at all. 
That increase will benefit the State Treas- 
ury and lessen State taxation in the other 
counties. That is not special, legislation 
which benefits all. 

he Governor knows that these consti- 
He 
knows that the present assessment system 
has gone to pieces. He knows from his 
long residence at Springfield as State Sen- 
ator and State officer that the revenue law 
cannot be revised at a tegular session. 
Therefore he should grant the request of 
the committee without delay. 


AN OUTRAGEOUS POLICE ORDER. 

Yesterday over 400 policemen were dis- 
missed in one general order without trial 
and without charges. The only reason why 
they were dropped was that last year they 
did not deem it to their interest to vote 
for 40-cent dollars and Bryan, but voted for 
McKinley. Among the men who are dis- 
missed so summarily are many who have 
done efficient work as detectives and as 
patrolmen. That did not help them. They 
had committed the crime of voting agu inst 
40-cent dollars. 

These men are not protected by the civil 
service law, but the spirit of that law is 
violated by their removal. When the citi- 
zens of Chicago gave 50,000 majority for 
the merit system they put themselves on 
record as being opposed to the removal 
of good men for partisan reasons under any 
circumstances, And yet over 400 efficient 
men have just been removed for such 
reasons. 

That is a barbarous way of running a 
government, Turkish cities are not well 
governed, but those who rule them would 


will ask how it is possible for a police force 
to avoid being demoralized when faithful 
service cannot protect men from dismissal. 


NEW CURE FOR CONSUMPTION. 

A eouncil of eminent physicians met in 
San Francisco on Sunday last to investi- 
gate the new cure for consumption, called 
“oxytuberculine” by its discoverer, Dr. 
Joseph O. Hirschfelder of that city. Six- 
teen patients were present at the hospital 
who had been treated with it, and in every 
case the patient had been either wholly 
cured or the disease had been arrested and 
the victim was recovering. The physicians 
present made a thorough investigation of 
each of the cases and expressed themselves 
as satisfied that Dr. Hirschfelder had made 
one of the greatest discoveries of the age. 
It will be of local interest that Mr. Will- 
iams, the President of the California Jockey 
club, who was told last year by Dr. Frank 
Billings, well known in Chicago, that he 
had but six months to live, was one of the 
patients and that the doctors present de- 
clared he was absolutely cured. The de- 
scription of the new cure is given as fol- 
lows: 

Its basis is the extract of veal, treated with 
peptone, glycerine, and made slightly alkaline. 
After being sterilized, the germs of tuberculosis 
are planted in it, and allowed to develop in an 
incubator, which is kept at a temperature of 38° 
centigrade. After the surface of the liquid be- 
comes covered with the germs, which take the 
form of a gray scum, the mixture ts subjected to 
a heat of 100° centigrade, which kills the tuber- 
culosis germs. The fluid is then filtered and the 
clear dark amber liquid resulting is the tuber- 
culine used. Peroxide of hydrogen is added by 
@ gradual! process till the amount absorbed equals 
the tuberculine. Then 5 per cent of boric acid 
is put in and the cure is ready for use. 


The faculty of the college, the Cooper 
Medical, to which Dr. Hirschfelder belongs 
will promptly make a public rgport upon the 
new cure and its operation, and there is no 
doubt it will be a favorable one, thus bring- 
ing the whole matter before the profession 
of the United States. If it proves to be all 
that is claimed for it Dr. Hirschfelder will 
be one of the greatest benefactors of his 
time. Consumption is unguestionably the 
most terrible scourge among all the dis- 
eases which afflict this country. Of the 
two millions of deaths annually one-eighth, 
or a round quarter of a million, are caused 
by it, and these victims are adults, men and 
women between the ages of 20 and 60. Its 
fatality may be more clearly appreciated 
when it is remembered that the losses by 


death in the union army, those who were 


killed outright, who died of lingering 
wounds, by disease, and in captivity, 
amounted in four years to half a million. 
Consumption carries off that number every 
two years,’ If Dr. Hirschfelder, therefore, 
has found a remedy which will cure this 
disease he will save the lives of hundreds 
of thousands of people and the world will 
rise up and call him blessed. A San Fran- 
cisco dispatch printed in yesterday's Tris- 
UNE contained the details of this discovery.

REFORMING THE PRIMARIES. 

The committee which will ask Governor 
Tanner today to call a special session of 
the General Assembly to act on the ques- 
tion of revision is accompanied by another 
committee which will request him, in case 
he calls a special session, to include in the 
list of subjects to be considered that of 
primary election reform. 

That request should be complied with. 
Whatever can be done to reform the 
primary election system should be done. 
That system simply furnishes the means 
whereby corrupt gangs of politicians can 
put party candidates in the field, and parties 
can be made the slaves of selfish, un- 
principled men. 

Following is the personnel of a recent city 
convention: 
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This was a Democratic convention. The 
table gives a fair idea of the kind of persons 
whom Democratic primaries send to Demo- 
eratic conventions, The Republican party 
has not in its ranks as much villainous 
trash and scum as the rival organization, 
but the Billy Lorimers and other ma- 
chine” men get as much of that sort of 
stuff into the Republican conventions as 
they can. 

There is a primary election law which 
was passed to give the honest voters a fair 
chance at the primaries and to make it im- 
possible for the gang to run them. But 
the law is worthless and the “ gang con- 
trols the primaries and utilises them to 
stuff conventions and elect its own creat- 
ures to office. 

If it is possible to reform the primaries 
by law it should be done. They are the 
basis of the entire system of party govern- 
ment, If the primaries are corrupt it is 
ill for the party. ‘Therefore, should the 
Governor call a special session, primary 


election reform, ought to be included in the 


call. ‘There is a bill in readiness to act on, 
and it will not take long to consider it.

A libel suit of more than ordinary interest 
has just been concluged at Hartford, Conn.

Before 
it had progressed far it was apparent to 
those upon the stage and to many in the 
audience that one of the solo singers, Mr. 
Max Heinrich, a gentleman well known 
throughout the country on the concert 
stage, was not in a sober condition. 
a brief attempt to sing his part he arose 
and went off the stage and the performance 
continued without him, On the following 
morning the Hartford Times in its report 
of the performance did not mince matters, 
but plainly called a spade a spade—in other 
words, stated that the performance was

000. During the trial many of the best 
people in Hartford voluntarily came for- 
ward and supported the assertion of the

AN ILL-ADVISED RESOLUTION. 

Tun TRIBUNE is surprised to observe that 
the Methodist ministers of this city at their 
last weekly meeting passed a resclution as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the sense of this meeting be that 
the ciroulating department of the City Library be 
kept closed on the Sabbath, and that the pastors 


bring the matter to a vote in their congregations 
next Sunday, the vote to be reported at the next 


regular meeting. : 
To say the least this is an extraordinary 


request when all the facts are considered, 
The Public Library was built by the people 
of all denominations and of no denomina- 
tions. It was begun as an organization al- 
most before the ashes of the great con- 
flagration had cooled, and has steadily 
grown and is now housed in the finest 
municipal structure in the country. ‘That 
a single denomination, not strong in the 
eity however strong it may be in the coun- 
try, should call upon the trustees of this 
library, without the consent of the people, 
to close it on the first day of the week, er- 
roneously called by these ciergymen the 
Sabbath, is not only extraordinary, but it 
is a demand which will not be complied 
with. Indeed, it is a request to which the 
public will hardly give a serious thought. 

There are other denominations here which 
would have to be considered before 
such a step could be taken. The Roman 
Catholic Church, the German Lutherans, 
the Episcopalians, Unitarians, and Uni- 
versalists would have to be consulted. It 
is doubtful whether the Presbyterians, Con- 
gregationalists, and, Baptists would give 
their consent. The great mass of von- 
church members, who are taxpayers, would 
also have. something to say about it. If 
the closing of the library on the first day 
of the week were left to a plebiscite the vote 
would be in the proportion of 95 if not 
99 to 1 in favor of keeping it open on thut 
day. 

The Methodist clergymen have the 
reputation, and they have well deserved it 
in the past, of being practical, common- 
sense men. The great mass of them came 
from the common people and sympathize 
with their wants and necessities. There- 
fore it is all the more singular that they 
should have taken this step. It is hard in- 
deed to believe the advocates of this resolu- 
tion are Methodists. Those who need the 
library the most have no other time in the 
week to go there. They are at work from 
early Monday morning to late Saturday 
night in the shops, counting-ruoms, and 
factories. Even if they are churchgoing 
people they find themselves with the long 
Sunday afternoons on their hands. The 
hours fixed by the trustees for the library 
on Sundays are not the church hours. 
There has been that much of compromise in 
the rules to suit the strict Sabbatarians. 
Is it not better for all, concerned that 
they should have the chance to go to the 
library to read than that they should 
wander idly about the city with the danger 
of being tempted into saloons or to games of 
baseball or slugball or into numerous other 
places where they will get more barm than 
good? If Christ himself should come to 
Chicago, which would he prefer? What 
counsel would he give? | 

As there is no good and sufficient reason 
why the library should be closed, as all 
classes of taxpayers, who have built and 
paid for ft, have equal righis there, as its 
closing is impracticable anyway as it would 
not, send one additional person to church, 
but on the other hand would probably drive 
many away who now go, would it not be 
well for the good brethren to apply a little 
common sense to this question and see if 
they are not counseling a course which 
would be productive of evil if it could be 
earrie out? As a secular adviser Tun 
TRIBUN® would suggest that they think this 
matter over prayerfully and rescind their 
ill-advised resolution.

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RAILROAD EMPLOYES, AND WAGES. 

According to the report\of the Interstate 
Commerce commission for the year ending 
June 30 last the total number of men em- 
ployed by the railroads of the United 
States was 41,586 in excess of the number 
employed by them a year previous. If a 
railroad census could be taken now it would 
be found that many more persons are em- 
ployed now than in June. For the great 
increase in the business of the roads which 
has made it necessary to hire more men 
has come since June. 

So it appears that the railroad employés 
who voted for McKinley, as so many of 
them did, made no mistake. They con- 
sulted their own interests, The prevention 
of the panic and terrible depression in busi- 
ness which would have followed Bryan’s 
election and the restoration of confidence 
by McKinley’s election have put the roads 
in a position where, instead of having to 
dismiss men, they have been able to em- 
ploy more. 

Between election day and the close of 
June the roads were able to give work to 
over 41,000 additional men, most of them 
the heads of families, If Bryan had been 
elected the number of employés would have 
been reduced, and all who remained at work 
would have been paid in silver dollars 
worth less than 50 cents, Their wages 
would have been cut down more than one- 
half. 

The aggregate amount of money paid in 
wages for the year ending June 30 last was 
480% million dollars, or 41 13 millions in

shippers are the manufacturers of this 
country, who have raw materials sent to 
them and who send the finished materials 
to market. Whatever the manufacturers 
have to pay out for freights is included in 
the selling price of their goods. 

The last census gives the value of the 
manufactured, products in 1890 as 91-3 
billions and the wages of employés at 2K 
billions. Thereupon the labor demagogues 
declare that labor gets only 25 per cent of 
the products it.“ creates” and has been 
“ cheated out of its share.“

value of the finished goods represents in 
part the payment in advance of several 
hundred millions to railway employés for 
their services in connection with those 
goods. They hide also the fact that the 
value of the finished goods covers also 
what those from whom the manufacturers 
bought raw materials had to pay the labor 
employed in getting those materials out of 
the mines or the forests." 

If these demagogues would tell the truth 
they would state to the workingmen that 
labor gets in different ways about 90 per 
cent of the value of finished products, in- 
stead of 25 per cent, and that if the men 
employed directly in the making of those 
products were to get the 50 or 75 per cent 
it is claimed by Debsites they should have 
railroad labor and the men employed in pre- 
paring the raw materials would get noth- 
ing. ; 

THOUGH the great drought of the last two 
months has diminished the production of 


grain and other farm products in Nebraska, 
the figures as given by the State Board of 


Agriculture are staggering in their magni- 


tude, This is the estimate made dy the 


board for the year’s yield: 
Wheat (bushels), 32,067,786; corn, 287,007,964; 


oats, 71,234,768; rye, 6,398,343; potatoes, 9,876,-. 


321; bariey, 2,057,876; flaxseed, 206,884; hay (tons), 
4,081,733; sugar beets (tons), 190,080; chicory 
(tons), 6,722. The report places this value upon 
the products, computed at values on the local mar- 
ket: Farm products, 600, 870,968. 21; dairy products, 
$9,438,000; eggs, $2,250,000; poultry, §7,567,245; 
live stock, $61,300,000. 

It is easy to urylerstand, in view of these 
statistics, why the Nebraska farmers are 
going to hold theircrops themselves. Their 
deposits in the savings banks, like those of 
their brethren in Kansas, are large and they 
do not need money at present. Indeed, so 
great is the glut of cash that the country 
banks no longer solicit deposits and have 
stopped paying even 3 per cent interest 40 
depositors. Under these circumstances what 
do the Western farmers think of Bryan’s 
complaint that there is not money enough 
to transact the business of the country? Do 
they still belieye they are oppressed by the 
wicked banks? What is their opinion of the 
Bryan theory that they will never be pros- 
perous until he is elected President and has 
opened the mints to silver so their debts 


can be scaled down 50 or 60 per cent? 


The Citizens’ League. 

A few days since Tue TRIBUNE printed a 
dispatch from Indianapolis setting forth that 
August Wette of this city, attorney for the 
Illinois league, in an address before the Na- 
tional Liquor Dealers’ convention, stated 
that the Citizens’ league of Chieago was 
composed of a lot of blackmailers whohad 
preyed upon the saloon men for twenty 
years, but at last had been exposed and com- 
pelled to quit the business. It goes without 
saying that the statement was both false and 
scandalous and that if any person has been 
engaged in such business it was some one 
who has no connection with the league. The 
Citizens’ league is ah organization whose 
work is to prevent the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to minors and drunkards and to 
prosecute all persons found selling to such 
persons under the law of the State. So far 
from being closed up the league is actively 
at work. During the last year it conducted 988 
prosecutions against 523 saloonkeepers, in- 


cluding continuances from month to month; 


of which 589 were for selling liquor to 
minors and 390 for selling liquor to drunk- 
ards, and 9 for keeping disorderly houses. 
This does not look like closing out business. 
In this connection we append the following 
communication from the Executive commit- 
tee of the league: 

Chicago, Oct. 26.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Referring to an article in your paper of 
Oct. B. we desire to say that at a meeting 
of the Executive committee of the Citizens’ 


zleague we investigated the reports in the 


article referred to, and find that they are en- 
tirely without foundation. 

The league has not disbanded and is open 
for business at its office, 113 Adams street, 
and will as heretofore prosecute an active 
campaign against the unlawful sale of in- 
toxicating liquor to minors and drunkards. 
The books of the league show that effective 
work has been done. Nine hundred and 
eighty-eight prosecutions have been con- 
ducted against 528 saloonkeepers in a single 
year. Not a dollar has been misappropri- 
ated. 

If the National Liquor Dealers’ association, 
recently in session at Indianapolis, has found 
any one collecting mcney for personal use 
or extorting money from saloonkeepers it is 
some one not connected in any way with the 
Citizens’ league. 

Our books are open to the inspection of the 
public and we ask for the fullest investiga- 
tion.

President McKinley yesterday announced 
his intention te appoint Henry D. Saylor of 
Penns as Consul at Matanzas, Cuba. 
Various cireumstances combine to render 
this appointment highly significart as to 
the views which the President holds re- 
warding the qualifications which tii a eitizen 
of the United States to represent the nation 
in a foreign country. 
Mr. Saylor is a prominent Pennsylvania 
politician of Montgomery County, who was 
elected a member of the last State Senate. 
Before the session ended his name had be- 
come better known than that of any other 
member of the upper branch. He was ap- 
pointed chairman of a committee which was 
constituted to investigate the condition of

Mr. Gage explained to his colleagues the 
two-fold character of his plan, which is in- 
tended not only to reform the finances, but to 
furnish the country with an elastic currency, 
and also to take a step in the diréction of 
cutting off the Southern statesmen from 
their mistaken allegiance to silver. The Sec- 
retary showed if Congress could be induced 
to authorize the issuance of gold bonds they 
could be used to refund the entire bonded 
debt of the United States, as fast as ‘hese 
loans fall due, thus reducing the interest 
charges from one-third to one-half. He ex- 
plained his proposition to get the Treasury 
out of the banking business by showing that 
the greenbacks and Treasury notes could 
be retired readily by the issuance of gold 
bonds, which in turn would be made the 
basis of circulation by national banks. A 
feature of his plan would, of course, be the 
permission of circulation up to the par value 
of bonds deposited, and the reduction of the 
tax on circulation to a point which would 
purely pay expenses of governmental super- 
vision. The result of this, it was explained, 
would be that the banks would readily ab- 
sorb the new bonds, and as there would then 
be a profit in circulation, their new nodtes 
would be issued to take the place of the 
Treasury notes and greenbacks canceled 
by the government. It was explained to the 
Cabinet that if the Secretary of the Treasury 
were invested with the proper discretionary 
powers he could so regulate the conversion 
of the federal] notes into national bank issues 
as to avoid any possible contraction of the 
currency. 


— 

The Secretary explained to the Cabinet at 
considerable length his plan for breaking the 
formidable combination of Southern Sena- 
tors which has thus far prevented financial 
legislation. He expressed the belief that the 
South wanted more money, and would be sat- 
isfied with any plan which promised an in- 
crease in the per capita circulation, whether 
it was silver or paper. Hence he proposed 
to authorize the creation of national banks 
in small towns by removing fully half of the 
present restrictions as to capital. This, he 
would result in the organization of 

@ multitude of small banks in thé South and 
West, and they would find it profitable to in- 


against them. The Secretary estimated that 
the existing banks would readily absorb the 
greenbacks and Treasury notes, leaving the 
new banks to add materially to the circulat- 
ing medium in addition to adding largely to 
the banking facilities in sparsely settled dis- 
tricts. In addition to this it was represented

REPORT ON THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


Recommendations of Commissioner 
Hermann Respecting Timber and 
Mining Claims. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—Commissioner 
of the General Land Office Binger Hermann 
has submitted his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of the interior. Compared with the 
previous year it shows a decrease of 3,298 
original homestead entries, aggrezating 
378,625 acres. In the entire disposals of pub- 
lic land there was a falling off of 5,370,406 
acres. The area sold for cash reached 
419,052 acres, and miscellaneous entries ag- 
gregated 7,334,554 acres. The receipts from 
disposal of public lands amounted to $1,596,- 
880, and from disposal of Indian lands 


$438,716. There were 32,087 agricultural 
patents issued, approximating 5,133,920 
acres. There were patented or certified with 


the effect of patenting for the benefit of rail- 
road companies, under Congressional grants, 
5,101,900 acres, a decrease of over 10,000,000 
acres from the previous year. 

An approximate estimate of the number of 
acres of public lands in the several States 
and Territories at the close of the fisca] year 
is as follows:

TO BUILD UNIFORM VESSELS. 


Chief Engineer of the Navy Recom- 
mends That All Ships Be Built 
in Classes. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.— The gradual 
replacement on war vessels of the familiar 
cylindrical boiler by various forms of the 
water tube boiler constitutes the most im- 
portant fact in marine engineering at this 
time, according to Engineer-in-Chief George 
W. Melville, who has just published his an- 
nual report. For torpedo boats he says that 
the advantages of these boilers were so evi- 
dent that they have been used for several 
years exclusively for this kind of craft. 
Touching liquid fuel, with which many na- 
tions are experimentirg as a substitute for 
coal, the report gives an interesting history 
of those made in this country. The balances 
of advantage are so greatly in favor of the 
liquid fuel for small craft that the bureau 
expresses the intention of making use of 
coal oil torpedo boats. Commodore Melville 
makes a strong argument in favor of build- 
ing our ships in future in Classes, so as to 
secure the great advantages that follow the 
training of men for whole classes of ships 
instead of for one vessel, and also the abil- 
ity to use duplicate parts of machinery. 

The bureau has been making some inquiry 
as to the possibility of procuring large mer- 
chant ships in an eniergency to serve as 
machine shops for fleets, and having secured 
a list of suitable vessels now submits an 
estimate of $25,000 for machine tools to be 
laid aside for fitting one of them out when 


needed.

Plumber Walter Swears He Paid 
for a Position. 


CASE GOES TO THE MAYOR. 


Alderman Schlake of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward yesterday laid before Mayor Harrison 
some affidavits illustrative of the peculiar 
manner in which Democratic primaries are 
conducted in that baijliwick. 

Schlake, who is one of the reform Alder- 
men, has a lively fight on his hai. ds for re- 
nomination next spring, William J. McGar!i- 
gle, who will be remembered best for the 
manner in which he escaped from Sheriff 
Matson and ran away to Canada while on 
trial on a charge of stealing from the county 
as Warden of the Hospital, being his chief 
opponent. McGarigle afterwards came 
back, pleaded guilty to the charges against 
him, paid a fine of $1,000, and started a 
roadhouse out near Graceland Cemetery. 
Now he considers himself a fit man to rep- 
resent the ward in the City Council, and 
John McLaughlin, the President of the 
Democratic club of the ward, has been en- 
gaged to secure the nomination tor him. 
It was to show up Mr. McLaughlin's meth- 
ods that Alderman Schlake procured the at- 
fidavit he laid before the Mayor. 4 

The charge the Alderman makes Is that 
McLaughlin has been farming out the of- 
fices in the City Hall allotted to the ward 
for a cash consideration, and in support of 
it the affidavit of Paul Walter, 533 Roscoe 
street, a plumbing inspector in the Health 
department, was taken before Notary Theo- 
dore Behrens. 

In this affidavit Walter swears he was an 
applicant for a position in the City Hall 
last June, and McLaughlin told him he 
could get him appointed plunfbing inspector, 
but it would cost him 5100, which, he said, 
was a cheap price, as the place paid 8180 a 
month. Walter agreed to the terms, and 
McLaughlin filed a petition for him. July 
26 he was appointed and wasswornin. This 
was on a Monday, and the next Thursday 
McLaughlin found him in the Health Of- 
fice and asked him if he had not forgotten 
something. Walter replied he had no money 
then, and the job only paid $1,000 a year, but 
McLaughlin insisting, Walter says, he went 
out and pawned his watch and left the 
money—two $10 bills—for McLaughlin, who 
afterwards acknowledged having received 
the money. 

McLaughlin, however, demanded more, 
and when Walter said he did not have it 
threatened him with discharge; a threat, 
Walter says, he expects him at any time to 
make good. He also adds in his affidavit: 

„My watch is in pawn vet.“ 

Mayor .Harrison refused to discuss the 
matter during the day, but the general un- 
derstanding around the City Hall was that 
Mr. McLaughlin would find his career as 
an alleged office broker cut short. The 
Mayor is known to desire the return to the 
Council of Alderman Schlake, whose record 
in that body is a good one.

When the question of engaging music tor 
the show was under consideration the Ex- 
ecutive committee was informed that trouble 
would arise if they went outside of Chicugo 
to employ a band. Members of the commit- 
tee say they had bids from nearly every im- 
portant band in the United States and that 
to settle the matter without creating hard 
feelings they decided to reject all privute 
organizations and take the Marine Band. 
What they will do now is not determined. 

Mayor Harrison said he would have vetved 
the Council order asking the Navy depart- 
ment not to send the Marine Band here if 
Secretary Long had not decided to call the 
deal off. He considered the Coughlin order 
touched a matter in which neither he nor the 
Council had a right to meddle. 

Most of the activity attendant upon prep- 
arations for the horse show has been trans- 
ferred to the Coliseum, where workmen are 
busily engaged fixing up quarters for the 
horses, arranging the seats, and getting 
everything in shape. 

It is expected the horses will begin to ar- 
rive tomorrow. 

The management is trying to keep admis- 
sion tickets out of the hands of speculators. 
Mr. Logan said he had a call from one man 
yesterday for $2,000 worth, but it did not cc- 
cur to him the prospective purchaser might 
be an enterprising speculator until some- 
body suggested he would better make an in- 
vestigation before closing the sale.

PURCHASES OF DECEMBER WHEAT 
AGAINST DEFERRED SALES. 


Wheat Market Choppy and Hard to 
Follow—December Trade Out of All

The interesting feature in yesterday's 
wheat market was the continued tendency 
of the May discount to widen. Only a few 
days ago on a demand for May and an ap- 
parent increase in speculative interest May 
wheat sold up within a frection of Decem- 
ber’s price.

Aside from this the market 
was apparently without definite tendencies.

While the specu- 
lative trade was hard to follow, it was con- 
ceded everywhere that there had been some 
important buying by strong interests. At 
the close December showed a net advance 
of nearly a cent, while May was only up Ke. 
The Northwestern reports were all bullish, 
predicting lighter deliveries by farmers. 
The receipts were 997 cars, against 1,130 a 
week ago and 1,618 a year ago. Clearances 
were large at the equivalent of 654,000 bu, 
against primary receipts of 1,169,000 bu. 
Local receipts were less than expected, at 
196 cars, with 161,000 bu inspected out of 
store. The local cash trade was quiet, with- 
out any new features. 

Provisions were heavy, on much larger 
receipts than expected, both here and at 
Western points. There is every prospect 
that the local receipts will be much above 
the liberal estimate for the week. The yel- 
low fever news is secondary to hog re- 
ceipts in the making of prices. Local ar- 
rivals weré 37,000 hogs, with an estimate 
of 46,000.

CONTINUED ACTIVITY IN ALL WHOLE- 
SALE GROCERY LINES, 


Many New Stocks Coing Out to Country 
Points and City Retailers Buying 
More than Formerly—Canned Goods 
Among the Most Sought For Articies 
on the List-Raw Sugar a Shade 
Lower than Last Week~—Tomatoes 
Are Pussiing Buyers. 


About the only change in the week's gro- 
cery situation, so far as the whglesale trade 
notices it, is a slight increase stocks of 
goods going to local retallers, without any 
particular falling off in quantities shipped 
to country points. This last-named miove- 
ment keeps up in a decidedly encouraging 
way and is for a higher grade of goods than 
out-of-town merchants have been using in 
recent years. The shipping business on 
goods ordered some time ago for future de- 
livery is still very large, making the general 
volume of trade fully up to previous stand- 
ards. In this way canned goods are par- 
ticuiarly active, Sales of new stock are 
reported on an increase rather than on a 
decline. 

In sugars there has been a slight easing 
off in the price of raws. The trust found its 
stocks accumulating and dropped prices . 
As the trade, generally was poorly supplied 
there was a rush to get in, which buying is 
now going on.

In the dried fruit market the bulk of cur- 
rent interest attaches to peaches and prunes, 
Local dealers report that considerabie buy- 
ing of prunes is being done among the job- 
bing trade, both in the Bast and West. and 
some large sales of peaches have been made 
to the trade in West Virginia and Ohio. 
The high prices ruling on apples is having 
‘ts efiect in increasing the sales of the Cali- 
fornia fruit. Fancy grade apples are now 
bringing 8c, and some Chicago extra piime 
sold during the early part of the week for 
7%c. The coast market for prunes is re- 
ported as firm at 8%c in the Santa Clara 
Valley for four sizes and 3e in other locali- 
ties. Heavy shipments to the East con- 
tinue, the movement from San José alone 
having been 5,618,000 lbs in one week. In 
the local market tomatoes are puzzling the 
buyers. The reported shortage of crops 
which ehould have bulled the markel and 
the fact that all the big packers have closed 
up for the season with not over 60 per cent 


of an average pack, has failed to produce 


the expected advance. Sales were made 
this week at 82%c by jobbers who, it is 
thought, are taking profits on goods bought 
early in the season. Packers are not mak- 
ing sales in this market,.as the cheapest 
that they are offering is 85c, and buyers are 
not taking them at that price. Gallon to- 
matoes are strong and sales are being made 
at $2.50. Corn is practically without a 
friend in the market. Offers at 70c are not 
accepted and buyers do not seem interested 
when corn is mentioned. 

On the rice situation the Wholesale Grocer 
says: Sales are still disappointing. Buy- 
ers are holding off, looking for frost in the 
South, which will allow the resumption Of millin 
in the New Orieans mills. On the other hand, 
holders of low grade goods, knowing that stocks 
are light, are maintaining stiff prices. A local 
broker, who had a consignment from a Southern 
house, which was held at e, stated that the 
best offer that could be had in this market was

Beans were marked up 2c yesterday in response 
to a better demand than has recently existed and 
something less of a disposition on the part of 
holders to sell, owing to late unfavorable advices 
from California which cut down earlier crop esti- 
mates. Sales are now generally made at 90. 
Butter continues firm for strictly fancy grades, 
but is easy for poorer makes. Cheese is quiet. 
About all the business dealers can rely on is on 
orders from the West and near South. Nothing 
can be done with the distant South. In some cases 
where dealers have tried recently to get ship- 
ments, though, they have been advised that the 
cheese cannot be handled at points it was des- 
tined to. The general state of the market is with- 
out new features. Supplies are heavy and dealers 
are anxious to see goods move, They find noth- 

ne, however, but wait and hope.

President Teall of the Underwriters’ associa- 
tion is after the companies which violate the 
board rule prohibiting the payment of brokerage 
charges to brokers who fail to renew their licenses, 
On Aug. 10 a list of delinquents was forw 
to all the companies through the secret bulletin. 
A large number of them have paid the fee and 
renewed their licenses, but several have held out 
declaring they could place the business with the 
agents without paying the fee. 

Evidence of this fact has been placed in the 
hands of President Teall, and the bulletin yester- 
day asked the agents to answer whether they had 
received any business from John J. Gray, Thomas 
Hancock, Adolph Pike, or J. H. Kramer since the 
original notice that these brokers had failed to re- 
new their licenses had been received. The annual 
fee is $25, and its payment is enforced by the 
rule of the board that only such brokers as take 
out their license on July 1 of each year are en- 
titled to receive the regular commission. 

The list of delinquents has been growing larger 
annually, as the brokers have been able to place 
‘the business under the same conditions without 


renewing their licenses as those who have paid 


the fee. President Teall has determined to mah 
the members of the association live up to the 
rule, and will file charges for its violation in case 
it is not strictly regarded. 

The Investigating committee of the board has 
not been summoned yet to consider the charegs 
against the London Assurance for violating the 
three agetcy rule. It is possible this case will not 
be brought to trial. . 

—— 

The Revisign committee of the Underwriters’ 
association completed its work yesterday, and the 
changes which will be recommended at the ad- 
journed quarterly meeting next week will be placed 
in the hands of the members probably on Thurs- 
day for their consideration. The most important 
recommendations have already been mentioned in 
The Tribune. The one which will probably 
meet with moat opposition provides for the punish- 
ment of members who are found gullty of violat- 
ing the rules of the association. It is believed by 
many that the new scheme is rather severe and 
will lead to a premium on technical errors in the 
interest cf the insured. The 10 per cent brokerage 
charge to loutside agents on Chicago business will 
probably be passed as recommended by the com- 
mittee. The division of class 2 agents wil! be 
abolished, the members in this class being added 
to class 1. The other changes will be of minor 
importance and will be made to simplify the present 
rules of the association.

One of the conditions on which the Connecticut 
filed its application for membership in the union, ts 
that the 15 per cent commission rule fs strictly en- 
forced. As there is no doubt that the company will 
be admitted to the union, the rule will evidently be 
enforced in good shape if the organization keeps 
faigh with its new member. The Connecticut was 
regarded as one of the pivitol concerns on which 
depended the addition of several companies to the 
roll of the union, and its decision to join was 


gratifying to the union officials.

Flour rates from Minneapolis and St. Paul 
to the Atlantic seaboard via lake and rail 
were to be advanced to the basis of 25 cents 
a hundred pounds last Monday.
